Topics discussed: 


Field Day 
¢ — The location will be a lawn at the Kensington Community Center this year. 
° Those interested can come to the KCC at 6:30 before the membership meeting on 
Monday to check out the lawn area where we will be located. 
e We need members to volunteer for the various Field Day tables. 


¢ — Restrooms should be available but we need to find out about the keys. 
e We don’t want to put stakes in the lawn at this location so we will look for other 
ways to support antennas, 
¢ — Close-in parking will be limited so we will have to drive our cars to the unloading 
space, unload the car, and move the car out of the loading space. 
e¢ The area will probably get some foot traffic for PR opportunities. 
e We can use the KE sign-boards currently in storage at KN6BUY to identify Field 
Day and the various tables. 
e Asuggestion was made to use the term “Ham Radio Demonstration” rather 
than “Field Day” because it might be more understandable to the public. 
e We should notify the fire and police departments about Field Day. 


Meetings with the new Fire Chief 

e There have been several more meetings with the new fire chief, the most recent on 
6/7. 

e — El Cerrito/Kensington does not have an emergency coordinator so the fire department 
is filling that position now. 

¢ There are 4 battalion chiefs and whichever one is on duty at the beginning of an 
emergency will be in charge. We don’t know if all of them know who we are. 

¢ It is not certain that anyone will be at El Cerrito City Hall at the beginning of an 
emergency so it might not be open and the EOC room may not be available. 

e¢ Nothing has been resolved yet and it still remains to be decided how a 
communication link with emergency services will work.
